Before we can honestly publicize our parks and otherVot- 
tractions, we must first ensure comfortable and easy suc¬ 
cess. '"“v./ 

Within recent date the major discussion seems to have 
centred on the routing of this “proposed” road, and each 
area in Southern Alberta is presenting its claims, all of 
which no doubt have merit. There should be little difficul¬ 
ty in learning through which border point the heaviest 
tourist traffic comes, and that is a factor to be considered. 
One suggestion is a route from Coutts, through Lethbridge 
to Macleod, and thence along Number One Highway. An¬ 
other proposal would start the road at Carway, ignoring 
Coutts and Lethbridge. Still another proposal is the 
Coutts-Lethbridge-Carseland road, and there are others 
who advise a direct route from Coutts and Lethbridge 
ways from this would link the towns of Vulcan, Champion, 
High River, Claresholm, etc., with the hard-surfaced road 
through Barons and Blackie to- Calgary. Secondary high- 
each suggested route should present the particular advan¬ 
tages which justify their petitions for consideration. But 
in the welter of neighborhood argument, it will never do 
to lose sight of the main object—that a road be built. 

It will take courage and good judgment to make the 
final decision on the route, but if every phase and every 
argument is weighed impartially, there should be no dis¬ 
satisfaction in the final choice. 

One angle which makes the realization of such a road 
probable, is the interest of the Dominion government. The 
national parks can be real revenue producers, and several 
of the most beautiful and widely known are in Alberta. So 
it is of Dominion interest to provide pleasant access by 
way of good roads. The little towns which may be along 
the route are incidental to the main scheme.

Grades one to six will be" ele¬ 
mentary; grades seven, eight and nine intermediate; and 
grades ten, eleven anfl twelve, high school. It is realized 
that quite a proportion of the students entering high school 
at present, neither desire nor intend to continue along the 
course for which the high schools provide training. They 
have no fixed aim in completing the course, and are in a 
'sense marking time until of age to secure jobs, if jobs are 
available. This is a hardship on the teachers and on the 
more “school-minded” students, 

The_ educational Requirements and ambitions of such 
students would be satisfied by the Intermediate school. 
They would be awarded their certificate of graduation 
w'hich would give them a definite educational standard that 
the present system lacks. It is hoped that the training of 
the Intermediate school would be of a more general pur¬ 
pose nature, and more complete within its limitations than 
under the present system. 

Educational leaders also point out that thcvnew curricu¬ 
lum lays emphasis on individuality. Personal qualities and 
background would be recorded through the grades, with 
the view to determining the child’s aptitudes and possibil¬ 
ities. The proposed enterprise method of teaching is a 
part of this build up toward the end of developing initia¬ 
tive in outlook and action.
